Michael Johnson arrived November 14, 
riding a crest of popularity resulting from 
his last three albums, and performed 
before a sellout crowd in the BAC Audi- 
torium. He captivated the audience with 
a masterful mixture of old and new 
Micheal Johnson material, breathtaking 
classical. guitar technique and the 
relaxed, fun-loving stage presence which 
has become his hallmark. The crowd was

him back for two encores.

“the man.” The following is an excerpt 
rom that interview. 
Yo you find yourself trying to appeal 
the audience or do you stick more 
our own style? 
el Johnson: Well, in concerts | 
ve to do a little of both. 


You know, if | played all of my favorite 
songs, which are usually ballads, | 
would fall asleep ... the audience 
would fall asleep. And so | try to mix it 
up. There are tools and | have a couple 
of comedy songs that | do. They’re fun 
and | enjoy doing them, but it’s not so 
much a labor of love. It’s more labor 
than love in some cases. So to that 
extent | try to do what | think people 
will want so that | can set it up and do 
what | want. 

Mary Ellen: Why do you come here when 
you could be headlining someplace 
else? 

Michael Johnson: | played here for the 
first time in 1972 and | loved the hall. | 
just think that this is one of my favorite 
places to play and the audiences were 
great. é 

Bill: Your last three albums have been 
moving in a different direction than 
that of your first two. How do you feel 
about that change? ; - 
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Michael Johnson: I’ve been playing guitar 
for 23 years and got a little bit bored 
with the aspect of it. | was interested in 
being a producer and this has given me 
a chance to be my own producer in a 
way. It does mean not playing as much 
on the albums, but it gives me a chance 
to sit back and listen and see which 
way the songs are going in, and that to 
me is a luxury. It has kind of opened 
me up to new musical forms. And 
although it is commercial music, the 
hardest thing about it is finding good 
songs that are commercial songs as 
well. 

_Mary Ellen: Has your life changed at all 
since the Michael Johnson Album? 

Michael Johnson: Well, | have less free 
time, but basically I’m still me: recently 
married and we’re expecting a baby in 
March and we’re buying a new house. 
So we’re kind of taking a shot at being 
adults. We’ll see what that does.

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In April of the year the CSB/SJU Departments of Theater, Music and 
Dance presented the musical comedy “Pippin’’ by Roger O. Hirson and 
Stephen Schwartz. This contemporary musical tells its version of the life 
of Charlemagne’s eldest son, Pippin. The plot centers around Pippin’s 
conviction that he is an extraordinary individual and, therefore, must be 
destined for extraordinary accomplishments. He attempts to find his ful- 
fillment in a succession of single-minded pursuits; education, the 
“glory” of warfare, painting, religion, sex, ruling his father’s empire and a 
relationship with Catherine and Theo. But each pursuit leaves him feel- 
ing empty, feeling that he is destined for much greater things. A Grand 
Finale in which the cast of players promise him the perfect fulfillment he 
seeks at the cost of his life finally convinces him that the voice he had 
been following all along in his pursuits had not been his own. He real- 
izes that his happiness is with Catherine and Theo. 


Peter Staloch as Pippin led a huge cast of characters including Jimmy 
Madden and Jeff Brand as lead players; Martin J. Grochela as Charles The 
Great; James Mulvaney as Charles’ other son, Lewis; Candy Diane Ullen 
as Pippin’s scheming stepmother, Fastrada; Ruth Ann Martin as Pippin’s 
spry grandmother; Patricia Louise Silkett as Pippin’s love, Catherine; and 
young Christopher Haeg as Catherine’s son, Theo. Br. Justin Lombardo 
directed the production assisted by Margaret Tobin, while Philip Welter 
directed the 18 piece orchestra. Kathy Neil and Drew Jansen dedicated 
many hours to accompanying the seemingly endless practice sessions as 
well as playing in the orchestra during the performances. 


As hinted by the number of characters and orchestral accompaniment, 
“Pippin” was a production of major proportions in terms of talent as 
well as size and complexity. The overall effect of the musical was almost 
circus-like in its exciting and fun dance sequences, fast-paced action, 
audience participation (both spontaneous and actively solicited), the 
captivating musical score and colorful costumes. The musical played for 
a full house each night which attested to both the popularity and the 
real quality of the production. The cast and the crew of “Pippin” spent 
many long hours and much hard work putting together this complex 
production. They and their departments deserve to be commended for 
their efforts and truly fine final product.

A senior once told 
a freshman, “If you can’t learn a 
semester’s worth of work over- 
night, you don’t belong in college 
kid.” So much for wisdom. 


For all the fun, Academe is the true 
hallmark of these Benedictine 
campuses. Both schools are 
nationally accredited and boast 
outstanding faculty and curricu- 
lum. To have all that and a sense of 
community, too? ... The accredi- 
tation team is impressed and the 
students, faculty, and administra- 
tion are pleased. 


This is not to say, however, that 
the quality of our life here at the 
College of St. Benedict and St. 
John’s University goes unchal- 
lenged. The issue of being over- 
protected as CSB and SJU has 
raised eyebrows, ruffled feathers, 
and elicited both cries of support 
and indignation. The decisions of 
administrators are under continual 
evaluation and criticism by those 
affected. The question of the value 
of a liberal arts education must be 
answered as well. 


Some of the best answers have 
been found in following the 1500- 
year-old Benedictine tradition 
which constitutes the basis of 
both institutions. To work, to 
grow, to learn from one another 
... this is the quality of our educa- 
tion.

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Administration 


The change in decades also brought some 
major changes in the adminitration of the 
twin campuses. The College of St. Benedict 
was without Beverly Miller at the helm for 
the first time in five years. Sister Emmanuel 
Renner OSB, arose from within the political 
structure of St. Benedict's to become the 
new Executive Chief. 


While St. Benedict’s administrative changes 
came at the presidential level, St. Johns 
stayed under the leadership of Fr. Michael 
Blecker OSB. However, SJU experienced its’ 
major changes elsewhere in the administra- 
tive structure. 
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Upon the retirement of Abbot John Eiden- 
shienk OSB, Jerome Thiesen, a former SJU 
Theology Department Head, was installed as 
Abbot by the Benedictine community of 
monks on October 19, 1979. Although indi- 
rectly an SJU administrative position, the 
Abbot plays a direct role in policy and fiscal 
planning. 


Realizing a growing need for assistance in 
hiring, staffing, academic budgeting and | 
administration-student relations, a new pos- 
ition of Academic Dean was formed to 

relieve the growing workload of the V.P. for | 
Academic Affairs, Fr. Gunther Rolfson. SJU | 


also hired from within the community and 
chose Robert Spaeth, a two-year SJU veteran 
creator of the Freshman Colloquim Program, 
and the mentor of the new Analysis of Val- 
ues Program. 


When asked what benefits the creation of 
his new post would add to St. Johns, Dean 
Spaeth felt greater departmental coopera- 
tion, strengthening the Freshman Colloquim 
and Analysis of Values Programs, and better 
student-faculty relations. Overall the pro- 
gram is intended to strengthen the academic 
program and insure a valuable and meaning- 
ful education for SJU graduates.

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Once a cornfield, left to grassland for 
eight years, the SJU Ecology Center is 
now a new and valuable addition to the 
Biology Department. The one hectare 
plot (divided into ten equal plots) pro- 
vides both faculty and students with a 
facility to study any number of terres- 
trial ecological aspects such as field suc- 
cession, ground beetle population, and 
small mammal studies. 


With a Federal Grant, Dr. James Poff 
(SJU Ecology Professor), along with 
Charles Lais (pictured), Gayle Olson, 
Greg Mevisson, and Therese Bonner 
(CSB/SJU Biology Majors) used the 


summer of 1979 to construct the center. 


The combined SJU/CSB Biology Depart- 
meht draws not only from the Ecology 
Center and the 2,500 acres of woods and 
lakes of the St. Johns campus but also 
from disciplined faculty and modern 
faculties in the SJU Science Hall.

John Berg, senior chemistry major and 
president of the chemistry club, sees the 
CSB-SJU chemistry major as an excellent 
preparation for graduate school.

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Recognizing that no nation stands 
alone, the department of modern and 
classical languages seeks to bring the 
student into communication with other 
nations, peoples and cultures through 
the medium of their language and liter- 
ature. Learning a second language offers 
insight not only into a culturally distinc- 
tive perception of reality, but into one’s 
own as well. 


The department offers a major in clas- 
sics (Latin and Greek), French, German 
and Spanish. Courses are also offered in 


Hebrew. The student in classics receives 
training in the languages which have 
exercised a profound influence on his 
own native language. Modern language 
students are brought into contact with 
the traditions and cultures of important 
centemporary nations and gain an inter- 
national perspective, so important in 
today’s world. The department encour- 
ages practical application and enlarge- 
ment of language learning by study 
abroad; however, this is not required of 
majors. Nathaniel Dubin, presently in 
his fifth year at St. John’s, teaches first 


and third year French as well as Medie- 
val Literature Translation. He noted that 
language majors, upon graduation, uti- 
lize their skills in a variety of fields.

Under coach Jim Smith, the SJU bas- 
ketball team surprised everyone but 
themselves as they finished second 
to Augsburg in the MIAC race, and 
went on to post-season play for the 
fifth straight year. The Johnnies were 
very inexperienced as the season 
began; the top seven players from the 
champions of a year before had grad- 
uated, including All-American Frank 
Wachlarowicz.

CSB Swimmers Place 6th in State 
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SJU Swimmers 
Blaze to 2nd 
In MIAC 


The Johnnie swimming team finished its 
season March 20-22 at the NCAA 
Nationals, in which eight SJU swimmers 
competed. The team posted a 7-7 regu- 

lar season record, setting several school 
records on the way to a second-place 
conference finish. 


The record, while not impressive by 
some standards, nevertheless pleased 
coach Pat Haws. ‘‘We’ve really worked 
our tails off for five month, and | think 
we did about as well as we possibly 
could have done with what we had to 
work with.” 


Eight Johnnies qualified for the NCAA 
Division Ill Nationals; Jim Connor, John 
Hessburg, Jon Tollefson, Dale Feicht-. 
inger, Pete Magnuson, Dirk Westveer, 
Dan Williams, and Steve Remole, who 
- also qualified for NAIA Nationals on the 
1-and 3-meter boards. The Johnnies fin- 
ished 22nd in Division III, with Connor 
earning All-American honors in the 100 
freestyle. At the NAIA competition, 
Remole took fourth on the 3-meter 
board. In both meets, the Johnnies fin- 
ished ahead of their MIAC opponents. 


The 1979-80 season was a record-setting 
one for the Johnnies. Remole obliter- 
ated the previous MIAC 3-meter diving 
record; at the same meet, Westveer and 
Williams set new school records in the 
200 breaststroke and the 200 backstroke, 
respectively, while Connor’s time in the 
200 freestyle set a new MIAC record. 
Feichtinger and Remole will graduate 
with their 100 breaststroke and 1-meter 
diving records unscathed.

On May 25, 1980, Chuck Bobertz and 
Tony Lusvardi led their classmates 
into the Abbey Church for the 132nd 
Commencement Exercises of St. 
John’s University. Mortimer Adler 
addressed the graduates on the value 
of the Benedictine heritage, celebrat- 
ing 1500 years as a religious order, 
and of St. John’s itself, the oldest 
institution of higher learning in Min- 
nesota.

The first Commencement Exercises of 
the 1980’s for the College of St. Benedict 
were a positive expression of the role of 
a women’s college in today’s world. 


In her address, senior Laura Szalacha 
spoke of the growth of her classmates, 
but also of the four-year growth of CSB. 
The “child” that CSB had been in Sep- 
tember 1976 had grown into a vibrant, 


aware, and able ‘‘woman”, ready to 
assume its place and assert its rights. 


Likewise, the graduates found them- 
selves happy to be graduating, yet with 
a special pride to be from a women’s 
college.
